Mount Listen Raining Ashes on 

for Thir- 
teen Miles 



The 



Redding, Call., July L— The 
most violent and terri fying erup- 
tion of Mount l/issen, the Amer- 
ican volcano, m its present per 
led of activity, began at 5:45 a. 
m. toda>. be use smoke ascend- 
ed from the crater for a instance 
of nearly a mile and then "mush- 
roomed" out, raining ashes on 
the snrroundiug country. Ashes 
fell thirteen miles from the vol- 
cano, and Volta, twenty-two 
miles away, was inconvenienced 
by suhphur fumes. 

The eruption continued for an 
hour, and then th smoke settled 
down on the mountain two, ob- 
scuring the view. Besides the 
main crater, a new incipient cra- 
ter far down the north slope of 
the mountain smoked today for 
t bo tirst tune.

The New York American says, editorially: Following out his theory 
that the business depression Is merely "phychological," the President 
now declares that It Is all the result of an organized oompalgn against his 
propooed anti-trust legislation. Because !>e haa some evidence of a con- 
certed effort to create sentiment against that legislation, he leaps to the 
conclusion that the business situation is srtiflclallv depressed. Indeed, 
he insists that business la not depress*.! at all. but is batter than it waa 
a year ago. 

Cnhappily, the facts do not Justify his belief, 
bearing on the first year of business under Wilson

Nine Years Will See 

Streams Full of Trout 

Plans to completely restock all 
trout streams and lakes through- 
out the national forests of Colo- 
rado, Wyoming and South Da- 
kota, withiu a period of 1) years, 
are well under way, as tin* »esult 
of the approval by the federal 
bureau of fisheries of a plau of 
operation prepared by the forest 
service. The bureau of fisheries 
has promised to furnish the nec- 
essary fish fry for distribution to 
the various forests, the shipmentp 
of fry to be directed to railroad 
stations nearest the waters to be 
stocked so that as many streams 
as possible may be supplied from 
g central point. The planting 
of all fry will be performed by 
forest officers who will keep close 
check on the results of the work. 

According to the estimates of 
the forest officers, approximately 
20 million trout fry of the brook, 
rainbow, and black spotted var- 
ieties will be needed to meet the 
requirements of all the waters 
adaptable to the production of 
trout. Of this great number the 
bureau of fisheries is prepared 
to supply something over four 
aud a half million this year and 
a gradually decreasing number 
each successive year for a total 
of niue, at the end of which time 
it is expected that the complete 
restocking will have beeu ac- 
complished. The estimates are 
said to cover 278 streams and 
lakes in the three Etates. 

The restocking of uatioual for- 
est streams in all states where 
such forests are situated, includ- 
ing those now being acquired in 
the White Mountains and the 
Southern Appalachians, will be 
giveu attention as rapidly as sup- 
plies of fish fry become available 
for planting purposes. The for- 
est service i.- admirably organ 
ized to carry ou work of this kind 
aud does so with practically no 
interference with regular activi- 
ties siuce the fish must be hand- 
led with the utmost Paste aud 
frequently during the late eveu- 
iug or early morning hours. The 
productiou of the existing feder- 
al aud state fish hatcheries is 
hardlv adequate to meet all de- 
mands, however, aud therefore 
the work has to be done iu in- 
stallments.

A subscriber in Latah county, Idaho, 
asks us to five htm a plan for making 
a split log drag for working the roads 
In bis county, and also wants to know 
how lo use one, says the Western 
Farmer. 

The drag may be made of a log, say 
eight feet long and 12 inches through, 
aplit In the middle, or of two pieces of 
sawed oak or other substantial wood. 
2 by 8 Inches. - After a log is split, giv- 
ing two flat, faced slabs, bore three 
two-inch holes in each slab, as shown 
in drawing; connect the slabs, facing 
the same direction, with three stakes 
or rounded 3 by 3» long enough to 
leave three feet of spsce between the 
slabs after the connecting pieces have 
been driven inlo the holes. Two or 
three pranks can be nailed to these 
pieces, affording a place for the driv/er 
to stand, and. at the aame time, 
strengthening the drag. Use a chain 
or strong rope for attachment to the 
double-tree. Supposing the drag to 
face west, and assuming thst a chain 
ia uaed, fasten one end of the chain to 
or around the left hand outside con- 
necting brace, letting the chain pass 
over the top of the slab. If attached 
to the face of the slab, near the left 
hand end, the chain would interfere 
with Uie movement of dirt toward that 
end of the drag. The drag Is run at 
an angle of about 45 degrees, bo that 
dirt can be thrown toward one aide. 
The other end of the chain must be 
fastened to the face of the front slah 
near where the right hand connecting 
piece comes through, and not around 
the connecting piece, ae it ia in the 
lllurtratlon. / 

Shot- about three feet of the bottom 
aiga (right hand Fide) of the front slab 
with a piece of iron or steel j»f the 
right length, about throe inches wldr 
nnd n hair Inch thick, with one edge 
sharp or beveled. Put It on securely, 
letting the sharp edge project about 
half an Inch below the edge of the slab. 
Thij shoe will cnablo the drag better 
to Khavo the surface and cut down the 
bard ridges which are usually met on 
roads that have not been kept smooth. 
A good drag will cost from almost 
nothing to |2.5(i. depending on the ma

The question of fadaral aid for good 
looms large. A joint oommlttee 
of the senate and house, with Senator 
Bourne, Oregon (the father of the 
parcel post bill) chairman, is now In- 
vestlgstlng the entire subject with 
every likelihood of a report being sub- 
mitted favorable to the general pro- 
ject. The main subject under Inves- 
tigation st present Is the manner in 
which federal aid when finally forth- 
coming shsll be distributed, whether 
to the statea according to their popu- 
lation, their area or the mileage of 
their highways. In a recent magazine 
article Senator Bourne expressed him 
•elf as fsvorsble to a plan which 
shall combine all three of these ele- 
ments, Inssmuch as It would not be 
fair to grant more aid to Rhode Island, 
for instance, than to Iowa, although 
the population of the former state is 
much larger than that or the latter; 
or more aid to Nevada, for Instance, 
than to Nebraska, although the former 
state Is much larger In area than the 
latter; or to some state which has 
already solved the good roads prob- 
lem by thousands or miles or good 
roads, leaving a state with Impassable 
highways suffering because of lack of 
the necessary aid. 

With federal and and state aid both 
imminent, an impetus is being given 
to road building greater than ever 
before. The statement ie made that 
$500,000 a day is being spent for good 
roads In this country, but the general 
«*>nsensus or opinion is that until 
within the last year or two results 
commensurate with this immense ex- 
penditure have not ba«n secured. 
There is a feeling all over the country 
that road building must be made as 
systematic and as scientific as rail- 
road building, hence the movement 
for a state highway commission with 
plenary powers and aclentiflc super- 
vision by expert engineers. Congress 
has already appropriated J500.000, to 
be distributed $10,000 to each state, 
for improvement or stretches of road 
over which rural rree deliveries 
operate regularly. The results of 
this appropriation will go a long way 
to show whether or not the federal 
government will be justified In mak- 
ing still greater appropriations and In 
going still more extensively Into this 
important aubject. The secretary of 
agriculture and the postmaster-gen- 
eral have both been ordered to loan 
their Influence to the investigation, to 
the end that actual facts may be se- 
cured so that road building may be 
carried on in a practical manner.

Roada should be dragged 10 or 12 
times a year. The time is after each 
ooaking rain, so that the drag will 
form a amooth mud coat on the aur- 
race. When the rrost is leaving the 
ground is au excellent time; the drag 
should be iu use from then until win- 
ter. The work dotta not interfere wlu 
ordinary farming operations, as when 
It M the right time to drag the aoil is 
too wet or the conditions unsuited ror 
many kinds or Maid work. It is diffi- 
cult to invent a good excuae ror not 
dragging. Used at the right time and 
with proper frequency ou practically 
all typea of earthy soils and thoae of 
the clayey or rolling sections, the drag 
will make roads smooth, hard and con- 
vox— the three rundamental character- 
latlca of au Ideal dirt road. The pro- 
cese will form a sort of shell or casing 
over the surface which will shed water 
like a roof, and by distributing travel 
over the entire area, instead of con- 
fining It to the center, the ahell will 
conatantly Increaae lu solidity. At the 
outset, dragging cannot be done ao 
rapidly as when the road haa been 
ahaped up by several sweeps of the 
drag; after thto preliminary work, the 
Job can be done In half the time orig- 
inally required.
